Girl, 16, shot in leg 

Teen in serious condition; cops say shooting appears accidental

A 16-year-old girl was shot 
in the leg on north Barring¬ 
ton Street last night. 

Halifax Regional Police 
say it appears to be an acci¬ 
dental shooting. 

They got the call shortly 
after 5:30 p.m. yesterday. 
The girl was in a car with 
possibly two other people 
when she was shot. 

“We’re trying to deter¬ 
mine if it was accidental at 


this point. Initial indica¬ 
tions from people at the 
scene indicate that it was, 
but we have to investigate 
to determine if that infor¬ 
mation given to us is true 
or not,” said Staff Sgt. Dar¬ 
rell Gaudet. 

Two people were being 
interviewed at police head¬ 
quarters while other wit¬ 
nesses were interviewed by 
police at the scene. 

“If there is a gunshot, 
people do get scared and 
flee the area so we’re ask¬ 
ing for any people who 


were in the area at the time 
to contact us at 490-5016 or 
Crime Stoppers,” Gaudet 
said. 

As of last night, police 
were unsure of the land of 
gun that was used, and they 
didn’t have a weapon in 
their possession. 

“We don’t have it right 
now and the bullet is in her 
leg ... we’ll look at it at an¬ 
other date,” Gaudet told re¬ 
porters at the scene. 

“If the firearm is in the 
vehicle and once we can 
legally search through the 


vehicle, we’ll determine 
that.” 

Soon afterwards, police 
obtained a warrant for the 
car — a lavender Chiysler 
Intrepid. It was towed away 
from the parking lot of a 
housing complex in the 
3400 block of Barrington at 
Mulgrave Park. 

Police said in a release 
last night they hadn’t yet 
spoken with the victim be¬ 
cause she was being treated 
in hospital for an injury 
they described as serious 
but not life-threatening. 


Teenager 
drowns while 
swimming 
with friends 
in Wolfville

accident An 18-year-old 
male died while 
swimming in a popular 
Wolfville swimming hole 
yesterday afternoon. 

Police were called to 
Reservoir Park at 3:55 p.m. 
about a possible drowning 
in relation to three friends 
out swimming. 

“One of the males start¬ 
ed to get in some trouble,” 
said RCMP spokeswoman 
Sgt. Brigdit Leger. “Then 
he went under.” 

Leger said a 911 call 
came in reporting the inci¬ 
dent from a fourth friend 
watching on shore, with 
police, firefighters and 
paramedics arriving on 
scene. A search for the 
missing 18-year-old took 
place with a fire boat 
locating the body at 5:30 
p.m. 

Leger said the friends 
tried to assist when the 
victim went under, but to 
no avail. A male and a fe¬ 
male were swimming with 
the victim. 

Police say their investi¬ 
gation is pointing to the 
victim not being an expe¬ 
rienced swimmer. 

The official cause of 
death is still being investi¬ 
gated. An autopsy will also 
be conducted.

DUI charges laid 
after crashes 
over weekend 

crime The Halifax district 
of the RCMP charged four 
drivers after incidents of 
alleged impaired driving 
this Victoria Day long 
weekend, three of which 
involved vehicle crashes. 

“We’ll catch impaired 
driving, but not usually in¬ 
volving motor vehicle 
crashes,” said Cpl. Joe 
Taplin, who added the 
number of crashes was 
“kind of disturbing.” 

The “unusual” number 
of crashes occurred after 
the RCMP had installed 44 
checkpoints around HRM 
for the first long weekend 
of the summer as part of 
the RCMP’s Canada Road 
Safety Week. 

The RCMP reported offi¬ 
cers did not catch any im¬ 
paired drivers through 
those checkpoints. 

“It’s typical of the start 
of the summer, especially 
when the weather was re¬ 
ally nice,” said Taplin. 
“Some people just lose 
thought of what their pri¬ 
orities are — a couple 
drinks and they’re behind 
the wheel.” 

The RCMP charged 22 
people in the Halifax 
district with impaired driv¬ 
ing in April, while Halifax 
Regional Police charged 
34. They also charged sev¬ 
en for impaired driving 
over the long weekend.

assessment Lawyers for 
Halifax and Ottawa have 
made their final argu¬ 
ments in a decade-long le¬ 
gal battle over the value of 
Citadel Hill. The outcome 
will likely set a national 
precedent. 

At issue is the federal 
government’s claim that 
about 99 per cent of 
Citadel Hill is almost com¬ 
pletely valueless. 

Because it is a national 
historic site, it values al¬ 
most 48 of the 48-and-a- 
half-acre site at a total 
worth of only $10. 

“(It) has no development 
potential whatsoever. You 
cannot put anything on it, 
you cannot excavate it, you 
cannot do a thing with it,” 
said federal lawyer Rein¬ 
hold Endres. 

“So that’s why the minis¬ 
ter said the glacis, the 
grassy slopes, the majority 
of the land can only have 


nominal value.” 

In court, municipal 
lawyer Dan Campbell went 
so far as to call that reason¬ 
ing “nonsense.” 

HRM appealed the valua¬ 
tion 10 years ago and won. 
Ottawa appealed that rul¬ 
ing and yesterday the two 
sides wound up in front of 
the federal court of ap¬ 
peals. 

The core issue looks at 
the federal public works 
minister’s jurisdiction on 
valuating national historic 
sites, and whether the de¬ 
cision in this case was rea¬ 
sonable. Campbell argues 
the federal valuation 
should have been on par 
with the provincial system, 
which gives Citadel Hill 
full value. 

“This is the best use of 
this land as it is right now. 
No, it cannot be used for 
commercial development, 
but it can be used for this 


very important purpose, 
which is a national his¬ 
toric site,” said Campbell. 

“The (provincial) asses¬ 
sors felt it had full value 
when used as that site. 
Public purposes are valu¬ 
able, too.” 

It ultimately comes 
down to cash. The 
province sends Halifax 
grants in lieu of tax for a 
Citadel Hill assessed value 
of about $5 million. HRM 
says that should be just 
more than $20 million. 
Campbell says that would 
mean an extra $500,000 
sent to the municipality 
each year. 

The judges are deliberat¬ 
ing and a decision could 
take months. Whichever 
way they rule, Endres said 
the decision will likely im¬ 
pact national historic sites 
across the country.

While the official debate 
on HRM's $888-million 
budget wrapped up last 
Friday, yesterday’s vote 
featured plenty of heated 
points of clarification. 

Halifax regional council 
voted 17-7 to ratify the mu¬ 
nicipality’s 2010-11 budget 
in an afternoon session 
yesterday after approving 
it in principle last week. 

But some dissenting 
councillors argued there 
was not sufficient time to 
examine and debate the 
two massive documents 
detailing the capital and 
operating budgets, which 
they received one week 
ago yesterday. 

South End Coun. Sue 
Uteclc said with so many 
numbers and so little time 
to review them, she found 
it difficult to debate the 
budget. 

“You had essentially over 
2,000 pages to read after 
council on Tuesday night... 
but if you hadn’t had a 
chance to read those docu¬ 
ments, what kind of ques¬ 
tions are you going to 
ask?” 

Uteclc compiled a list of 
19 items she thought could 
be cut from the budget and 
delivered them Friday. 
Staff will review the items 
and will present a report to 
council in the fall, when 
they are expected to find 
$13 million in additional 
cuts. 

Other councillors, how¬ 
ever, said the budget de¬ 
bate began in February, 


when HRM’s director of fi¬ 
nance Cathie O’Toole deliv¬ 
ered the 2010-11 fiscal 
framework presentation. 

“There’s plenty of oppor¬ 
tunity through the year to 
start working with staff,” 
said Saclcville Coun. Brad 
Johns. “For councillors to 
stand up today and say 
that they didn’t have 
enough time, I just don’t 
think that’s fair.” 

Toward the end of yes¬ 
terday’s debate, Johns ac¬ 
cused some councillors of 
playing up the debate to 
win political points. 

“Respectfully, to all my 
colleagues around this 
table, I’m feeling that 
there’s a little political 
grandstanding going on 
here today,” he told coun¬ 
cil. “And it’s really starting 
to get me a little steamed.” 

This visibly frustrated 
Dartmouth Centre Coun. 
Gloria McCluslcey. 

“I don’t have to grand¬ 
stand,” she shot back, re¬ 
peatedly smacking her 
hand on the table as she 
spoke.

Council greenlights $675,000 towards restoration of buildings and plaques

Halifax regional council 
authorized staff to spend 
$675*000 for the 
restoration of two of Hali¬ 
fax’s national historic 
sites. 

Memorial Tower, com¬ 
monly known as the Din¬ 
gle Tower, will receive 
$425,000 for the refur¬ 
bishment of its exterior 
masonry, as well as the 
stabilization and restora¬ 
tion of plaques inside the 
tower. A further $250,000 
will be spent on the Victo¬ 
ria Jubilee Bandstand, lo¬ 
cated in the Public Gar¬ 
dens, for structural stabi¬ 
lization. 

The money will be 
matched by the federal 
government under Parks 
Canada’s cost-sharing pro¬ 
gram — part of the federal 
government’s stimulus 
plan. 

Municipal staff also ap¬ 
plied to the cost-sharing 
program for aide in restor¬ 
ing the masonry at city 
hall, another national his¬ 
toric site. 

According to a report 
delivered to council yes¬ 
terday, however, staff 
were not confident the 
work could be completed 
by the program’s March 
31, 2011, deadline — par¬ 
tially due to the $2 million

Dead man's

sepracor The sister of a

Provincial court Judge 
Allan Tufts granted the 
lawyers for Sepracor Cana¬ 
da Ltd. until Sept. 14 to re¬ 
view files before it makes 
its plea in the case. 

The company has been 
charged with five health 
and safety violations in the 
death of Roland Daigle. 

The 46-year-old man died 
in hospital early in the 
morning on Oct. 8, 2008, 
after he was allegedly ex¬ 
posed to vapours from 
trimethylsilyl 
diazomethane while 
performing a test at his 
work station at the compa¬ 
ny’s plant in Windsor. Out¬ 
side court, Lynda MacDon¬ 
ald said she is pleased with 
the work done by the Nova 
Scotia Labour Department 
in its investigation.

Don't approve East Coast fishery: Ecologists 


fishing Ecologists say the 
world’s leading certifier of 
sustainably caught seafood 
would set a dangerous 
precedent if it put its 
stamp of approval on a 
Canadian fishery they say 
hauls in thousands of tur¬ 
tles and sharks every year. 

Environmental groups 
across the country are lin¬ 
ing up against the move to 
make the East Coast 
swordfish fishery the first 
large longline fishery in 


the world to be certified by 
the U.K.-based Marine 
Stewardship Council. An 
assessment of the fishery is 
in the final stages and the 
council could soon put its 
coveted blue seal on 
swordfish products. 

But Shannon Arnold of 
the Ecology Action Centre 
said the approval would 
undermine a movement 
that’s worked for years to 
alter fishing practices that 
kill or maim sharks, tur¬ 


tles and dozens of other 
marine species as bycatch. 

“This is greenwashing 
for consumers and it’s un¬ 
dermining the whole sus¬ 
tainable seafood move¬ 
ment,” Arnold said. “It’s 
outrageous that this fish- 
eiy would be certified as 
sustainable — you lose the 
meaning of what sustain¬ 
able is because the bar is 
set so low.” 

The initiative has 
prompted groups like the 


David Suzuki Foundation 
and Greenpeace to argue 
against the certification, 
which has become a neces¬ 
sity for harvesters as major 
retailers vow to sell only 
sustainable seafood prod¬ 
ucts. The council assesses a 
fisheiy through an inde¬ 
pendent third party that 
evaluates the health of a 
stock, the effect of the fish¬ 
ing method on the ecosys¬ 
tem and how the fisheiy is 
managed, the Canadian press

Home ownership keeps 
getting pricier: Report 


Interest rate projections to blame 

The main contributing factor is an expected rise in interest 
rates, as the Bank of Canada moves towards raising the cur¬ 
rent exceptionally low rates to more normal levels through 
the second half of this year and in 2011. According to the re¬ 
port, housing affordability measures in Canada are unlikely 
to exceed the peak levels reached in early 2008. 


Owning a home in Canada 
has become even more ex¬ 
pensive — unless you live 
in Alberta, according to 
the latest housing report 
by RBC Economics 
Research. 

The report, released yes¬ 
terday, says homeowner- 
ship costs in Canada rose 
for the third straight quar¬ 
ter across all housing seg¬ 
ments in the first quarter 
of 2010. 

A strong real estate mar¬ 
ket and jacked up housing 
prices are getting the blame 
for putting a strain on 
Canadians’ bank accounts. 


“Although home owner¬ 
ship became more costly 
in the first quarter of 2010, 
affordability measures are 
still moderately above the 
long-term average and be¬ 
low peak levels,” said RBC 
senior economist Robert 
Hogue. 


“We expect affordability 
to deteriorate throughout 
2010 and 2011, but this 
should be limited as more 
balanced supply and de¬ 
mand conditions will take 
much of the steam out of 
the housing market.” 

The RBC Housing Afford¬ 


ability report projects that 
the cost of owning a home 
will continue to rise. 

With the exception of 
Alberta, home affordabili¬ 
ty measures deteriorated 
across all provinces with a 
significant decline in af¬ 
fordability in B.C., 
Saskatchewan and Mani¬ 
toba. Housing affordability 
declined more moderately 
in Quebec, Ontario and At¬ 
lantic Canada. 

Alberta is the only 
province to show a drop in 
the costs of owning a 
home.

It’s bad enough there is a 
long list of exceptions to 
the do-not-call list. I never 
want to participate in an¬ 
other survey, provide cus¬ 
tomer feedback, tell politi¬ 
cians how I mean to vote 


— or even if I need a ride 
to the polls (Notice to all 
politicians: No. Thank 
you.). 

But I’m also still getting 
calls from electronic pests 
who congratulate me for 
winning an all-expenses- 
paid, no-strings-attached 
cruise to nowhere right in 
the middle of dinner. They 
identify themselves as 
“Blocked” on call display. 
Even though I’m almost 
sure “Blocked” does not 
deserve an answer, there’s 
a one-in-eight-million 
chance it could be a repre¬ 
sentative from Lotto Max 


with some very good news. 

So I answer the phone. 
Idiot. 

The CRTC has rolled over 
onto its belly and gone to 
sleep on this one. Of the 
thousands of complaints, it 
has investigated exactly 
700, claiming one case 
could represent 1,000 calls. 
Most of the time, it sends 
these people a letter, when 
the most effective punish¬ 
ment is obvious: 

Phone ’em! Phone ’em in 
the shower! Phone ’em 
when they’re trying to get 
Junior to lie down and go 
to sleep! Phone ’em when 


they finally sit down to 
watch TV! Phone ’em dur¬ 
ing those rare moments of 
stolen connubial bliss! 

In others words, do unto 
them what they do unto 
us. An ear for an ear! I 
guarantee it, after a week 
of that, the telemarketers 
will fall silent. 

And if that doesn’t work, 
go to Plan B. That’s when 
we get the home phone 
numbers of the CRTC com¬ 
missioners ...

A career working with wild 
animals can take you 
straight into Canada’s city 
centres or deep into its 
forests. 

Pam Pritchard works in 
the Calgary Zoo. For the 
last 30 years, she’s tended 
to the needs of giraffes, hip¬ 
popotamuses and ele¬ 
phants. She now handles 
the zookeeper apprentice¬ 
ship program. 

“There’s nothing more 
special than being able to 
go and see an animal 
you’ve worked with for 
years,” she says. 

Landing a zoolceeper job 
is hard in Canada, com¬ 


pared to the United States, 
as there are only a few 
large zoos in the country. 

“The trickiest spot is to 
get your foot in the door,” 
Pritchard says. Many start 
by volunteering with ani¬ 
mals — at zoos, if they can 
get a spot, or at any animal 
sanctuary. From there, 
many work toward a de¬ 
gree in animal sciences, zo¬ 
ology or biology while 
working as on-call labour¬ 
ers for a zoo. 

If all goes well, they earn 
a spot on the four-year paid 
apprenticeship program. 

Rod Cumberland spent 
much of his childhood in 
the forests of New 
Brunswick learning about 
deer with his hunter father. 
When he started working 
in shops and factories as an 
adult, he noted how miser¬ 
able his coworkers were. 

“I made up my mind that 
I would do something I 


loved to do and I pursued a 
career in wildlife manage¬ 
ment,” he says. “I was really 
blessed to get the job I did.” 

He’s New Brunswick’s of¬ 
ficial deer biologist. Posi¬ 
tions like his usually re¬ 
quire a bachelors or mas¬ 
ters degree in wildlife or 
forestry courses from insti¬ 
tutions such as Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s Acadia University, the 
University of Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island, the University 
of New Brunswick, the Mar¬ 
itime College of Forest 
Technology, Sir Sanford 
Fleming College in Ontario 
or Alberta’s University of 
Lethbridge. 

Cumberland’s passion is 
working in the field. Flying 
low and slow in a helicop¬ 
ter over dense woods, he 
counts moose and deer, or 
tromps on foot to see what 
predators are killing tagged 
deer, to gauge how healthy 
the population is.

Halak wants to 'go on vacation' before discussing future with Habs

to salary arbitration if he and the Canadiens are unable to come to a contract agreement. 


Montreal Canadiens 
goaltender and playoff 
hero Jaroslav Halak says 
he wants to take some 
time away from the game 
before thinking about his 
future. 

Halak will be a restricted 
free agent July 1 with the 
right to go to salary arbi¬ 
tration if he and the Cana¬ 
diens are unable to come 
to a contract agreement. 

“Right now, don’t think 
about it,” Halak said when 
asked about contract sta¬ 
tus. “This is not going to 
happen today or tomor¬ 
row, it’s going to happen 
over the summer. It’s a 
good question, but right 
now I just want to go on 
vacation and put aside 
hockey and not think 
about it.” 

Halak would also be 
available to any team that 
wanted to sign him to an 
offer sheet. That move 
would force the Canadiens 
to either match the offer 
or accept draft picks as 
compensation. 

Losing Halak would be 
difficult for the Canadiens 
to sell to their fans, some 
of whom placed stop signs 
across the city with “Ha¬ 
lak” written in the middle. 


“I’m just a regular guy,” 
Halak said when asked 
about the fan support. “I’m 
not a super hero or a god 
or anything.” 

Carey Price, who was 
overtaken by Halak for the 
starting job, is also a re¬ 
stricted free agent this 
summer but cannot go to 
salary arbitration. 

Price said it was difficult 
for him to sit on the bench 
and watch as Halak 
shined, saying he learned a 


lot about the need to con¬ 
stantly be working hard to 
improve. 

But he says it would be 
even more difficult to go 
through a similar situation 
next season with both 
young goalies fighting for 
the same net. 

“It would be pretty 
tough,” Price said. “I feel 
like I can play and I know 
Jaro definitely feels the 
same way. It’s a tough situ¬ 
ation for both of us.” 


Canadiens GM Pierre 
Gauthier did not want to 
tip his hand about how he 
would be dealing with his 
delicate goalie situation 
this summer. He said goal¬ 
tending is the strength of 
the team, and both Halak 
and Price “are strong as¬ 
sets that we would pro¬ 
tect” in the event of an of¬ 
fer sheet.

Man pleads guilty to vomiting on spectators at Phillies game

Patrick Doyle said. 

Clemmens and his 
friend were spilling 
beer, cursing and Matthew 
heckling Vangelo Clemmens 
and his daughters 
from the time they arrived 
at their seats, according to 
a statement of facts read in 
court. 

Vangelo’s 15-year-old 
daughter asked the pair to 
stop the profanity, and 


Vangelo complained to se¬ 
curity that Clem¬ 
mens’ friend was 
spitting, with some 
of it hitting his 11- 
year-old daughter, 
Doyle said. 

After the friend 
was ejected, Clem¬ 
mens was sitting 
alone behind the 
Vangelo s when he 
answered his cell¬ 
phone and said, “I need to 
do what I need to do. I’m 
going to get sick,” the pros¬ 
ecutor said. 

Clemmens then put his 
fingers down his throat 
and threw up on the fa¬

Chevy Cruze makes its mark 


GM sedan 
to replace 
Cobalt

Canadians love compacts. 
They’re always at the top 
of our car sales charts, in¬ 
evitably with Toyota 
Corolla, Honda Civic and 
Mazda 3 jockeying for the 
top spot. Chevrolet plans 
to shake up that status 
quo this summer with the 
all-new Cruze sedan, its re¬ 
placement for the outgo¬ 
ing Cobalt. 

It’s not available for full 
testing just yet, but GM in¬ 
vited me to its proving 
grounds in Michigan to 
drive a few laps. 

It’s nowhere near enough 
for a complete assessment, 
especially since pricing re¬ 
mains a mystery, but the 
initial impression is posi¬ 
tive: in ride, handling and 
noise levels, it feels like a 
mini-Malibu. 

It will be a sedan only, 
with two hatchbacks slot¬ 
ting under it: the subcom¬ 
pact Aveo, currently built in 
Korea, will be redesigned

Cruze will come with a 
choice of engines. The base 
LS trim uses a 1.8-litre four- 
cylinder, making an esti¬ 
mated 136 horsepower. 

I didn’t get to drive it, but 
some overseas critics say it’s 
underpowered, especially 
given the car’s weight. The 
volume seller will be a new 
turbocharged 1.4-litre four- 
cylinder, which will appear 
in the mid-range LT and top¬ 
line LTZ, as well as a fiiel- 
and money-saving “Eco” 
model. It produces 138 
horsepower, but far more 


importantly, it makes 148 
lb-ft of torque, and at just 
1,850 rpm. That’s the twist 
power that gets eveiything 
moving. Both engines come 
with a six-speed transmis¬ 
sion, in manual or automat¬ 
ic. 

Don’t think go-fast: the 
1.4-litre, which runs on reg¬ 
ular-grade fuel, is tur¬ 
bocharged for fuel efficien¬ 
cy. It doesn’t feel quick, but 
it builds speed smoothly 
and with no turbo lag. In 
Canada, it’s estimated at 5.0 
L/100 km (56 mpg) on the 
highway. 


For an entry-level model, 
Cruze is surprisingly sophis¬ 
ticated underneath, using a 
patented rear suspension 
that includes a Watts link — 
two horizontal bars with a 
central pivot to help keep 
the back end straight. On a 
tight curve of the proving 
ground’s intentionally bad 
road, Cruze held solid at 100 
km/h, while a Corolla and 
Civic brought along for 
comparison — plus the 
Cruze Eco, which doesn’t 
have the Watts link — 
bounced and slid all over at 
just 80 km/h.

Dartmouth is often 
overshadowed by its more 
glamorous and attention¬ 
hogging sister city Halifax, 
but those who fall for her 
charms find a walkable 
city with friendly shops 
and unspoiled beauty. 

Michael Amo, the Dart¬ 
mouth writer who created 
the NBC and CTV hit The 
Listener and who just fin¬ 
ished filming his Nova Sco¬ 
tia-set movie The Whirligig, 
admits the city can appear 
to be a ghost town. 

“It’s kind of the land that 
time forgot. Halifax contin¬ 
ued to grow and (Mic Mac 
Mall) happened here and it 
went into this cryogenic 
sleep,” he explains. 

His top coffee shop is the 


trendy new Two if By Sea in 
Founders Corner. “The cof¬ 
fee’s really good and it’s a 
great atmosphere,” he says. 
“I hear people are actually 
coming across the ferry 
from Halifax now.” 

Our Thyme on Portland 
Street is another favourite 
java stop for Amo. While 
TIBS tends to be a bit on 
the hipster side, Our 
Thyme is a more straight¬ 
forward coffee-and-lunch 
place. 

For drinks, he heads to 
Celtic Corner. Located 
across Alderney Drive near 
the ferry terminal, the spa¬ 
cious Irish pub offers a 
great spot for conversation¬ 
al drinks and, occasionally, 
live music. For food and 
drinks, his wife is a fan of 
Nectar on Ochterloney 
Street. 

When he’s struggling for 


inspiration with a script, 
he takes to the water. “Peo¬ 
ple who live here a long 
time don’t really appreci¬ 
ate it, but coming from 
downtown Toronto, I get a 
huge lack out of just riding 
the ferry, particularly in 
the summer. Going on top 
and going back and forth is 
like this amazing free boat 
ride,” Amo says. 

For a family outing, he 
and his wife often take 
their two children canoe¬ 
ing in the lakes or biking 
around Lake Banoolc, stop¬ 
ping for a swim at one of 
its three beaches. 

His personal favourite 
walk is his morning com¬ 
mute, a 30-minute stroll to 
the office that takes him 
past Sullivan’s Pond and 
Lake Banoolc.

Clyde A. Paul can recall be¬ 
ing a boy watching the Na¬ 
tal Day parade take over 
the streets of Halifax. 

Flash-forward more than 
50 years, Paul, 62, is the 
chair of the festival that 
captivated him as a child. 
And while Natal Day tradi¬ 
tions like the parade still 
remain, the event has 
grown from a one-day 
civic holiday to a “five-day 
party,” said Paul. 

The party cele¬ 
brates the joint 
birthdays of 
Halifax and 
Dartmouth 
cities. The first 
Natal Day celebra¬ 
tions were organized 
in 1895 and were intended 
to mark the arrival of the 
railway line to the area. 

Since then, the cities 


have had separate Natal 
Days one week apart. 
When the cities amalga¬ 
mated into the Halifax Re¬ 
gional Municipality in 
1996, so did the festivities. 

Now the party is bigger 
than ever, said Paul. 

“It’s the one time that 
all the citizens and all the 
visitors and all the tourists 
that come to this region 
have the opportunity to 
participate in a single spir¬ 
it of unity in an event,” 
said Paul, who has chaired 
the festival for six years.

Cousins sophomore record shows maturity

Loss and departure are all 
over Rose Cousins* new 
record, suitably titled The 
Send Off, but it's not a 
melancholy record despite 
it all. 

Recorded three years af- The Send Off is the latest album by P.E.I.-born Rose Cousins, 
ter her debut record and a 
product of years of gigging, 
it’s the sort of mature 
sound that some musicians 
would despair of achieving. 

P.E.I.-born and Halifax 
resident, Cousins comes 
out of the furiously produc¬ 
tive East Coast music scene, 
a place where a collegial, 
supportive atmosphere 
seems to have trumped the 
competitive balkanization 
that reigns elsewhere. 

“Not everybody who lives 
out here is necessarily from 
here,” says Cousins, “but a 
lot of us are and we mostly 
grew up in smaller commu¬ 
nities, and I think that 
lends itself to there being 
more room for everybody 
and not so much a competi¬ 
tion as much as how we 
can all help each other.” 

Cousins looked for — 
and found — the same sort 
of support when she 
searched for a producer for 
The Send Off, settling on 
Luke Doucet, another Mar- 
itimer whose work as a pro¬ 
ducer has attracted as 
much attention as his own 
music. The result is an 
evocative, airy record full of 
iridescent textures. 

“Luke told me not to be 
too overprepared so that 
we’d be open to the 
process,” Cousins recalls. 

“Each day when we ap¬ 
proached the studio I 
would play a little demo 
for the musicians and the 
song would be built that 
day, in a no-holds-barred 
wide open kind of deal, 
and Luke was amazing at 
driving that process and 
saying ‘let’s try this’ 
whether we ended up us¬ 
ing it or not. He’s brilliant 
in that sense.” 

The record’s themes 
were the product of 
Cousins’ life in the three 
years since her debut al¬ 
bum, If You Were For Me. A 
period that saw the death 
of her beloved grandmoth¬ 
er — a blow that ended up 
inspiring The Send Off’s ti¬ 
tle track.
